Imitation weed 

Nobody tell Snoop 
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$6 doughnuts? Dough, yes! These treats are out of this world

FOR REDEYE 

Steve Marks is perfectly content 
choosing the cable company’s 
budget package and will pass on 
spending $300 on a pair of design- 
er jeans. But plunking down a 
few extra bucks for a tricked-out 
doughnut? Sold! 

During a recent brunch with 
friends at Nightwood Restaurant 
in Pilsen, the 28 -year-old per- 
suaded his companions to spring 
for a $4 bacon and butterscotch 
doughnut as a starter. 

“It was the concept of having 
bacon on a doughnut that made 
it so exciting,” said Marks, a 
human resources consultant from 
Wicker Park. “The combination 
of sweet and savory made it really 
unique, and if you’re spending $3 
on a single doughnut, you might 
as well swing for the fences.” 

Move over, cutesy cupcakes. 

The doughnut’s reputation has 
undergone an overhaul from 
Homer Simpson’s chocolate- 
and sprinkle-covered breakfast of 
choice to become the latest trend 
in the pastry scene. 

Bakers in Chicago and beyond 
are experimenting with gourmet 
flavor combinations and unorth- 
odox ingredients in doughnuts — 
everything from jelly beans to 
pomegranate and even sweet 
potatoes. 

Dubbed “designer doughnuts,” 
these treats are becoming the delicacy of choice for 
diners who want low-cost indulgences and a return to 
tried-and-true comfort food. 

Doughnut sales jumped 7.5 percent in 2009, accord- 
ing to The Perishables Group, a Chicago-based food 
research and consulting firm, with the Midwest region 
taking the honor for greatest total sales for dough- 
nuts. Though no Chicago-specific numbers have been 
published, local bakers and pastry chefs tell RedEye 
fancy doughnuts are becoming increasingly popular. 


But come on, these pieces of fried 
dough at bakeries and restaurants such 
as Nightwood (where the order comes 
with three doughnut holes) can cost 
as much as $5. Has the culinary world 
gone mad? 

“These designer doughnuts by regu- 
lar Krispy Kreme standards are pricey, 
but by haute cuisine standards, $5 or 
$6, that’s not that much,” said Paul 
Mullins, author of “Glazed America: 
A History of the Doughnut.” 

The economic recession has rede- 
fined luxury, and consumers are look- 
ing for reasonable ways to pamper their 
taste buds, said Kirsten Anderson, 
owner of caterer Glazed Donuts in 
Ukrainian Village . 

“Maybe people can’t afford the best 
house or the best car, but they can go 
out and buy a piece of indulgence at a 
price they can afford,” she said. 

Mark Isreal, owner of Doughnut 
Plant in New York City, sees dough- 
nuts as palettes for creativity and 
experimentation. He created a square 
doughnut filled with homemade jelly 
Other recent flavors, ranging in price 
from $1.75 to $2.75, have included pea- 
nut butter, roasted chestnuts, cranber- 
ries and coconut. 

“The bakery is my artist’s studio 
in a way, where I create,” Isreal said. 
“You’re going to have a flavor and a 
texture that is totally new for a dough- 
nut, and that’s exciting.” 

At Bleeding Heart Bakery in Roscoe 
Village, doughnuts are covered with 
ingredients such as apricots, peanut 
butter, espresso beans, jelly beans, candied almonds 
and even herbs like rosemary and basil. Co-owner 
Michelle Garcia says the most popular sellers, at 
prices from $2.75 to $3.25, are vegan doughnuts and 
the bacon doughnuts— go figure!— and that she took 
inspiration for the unique flavors after seeing lines 
around the block for doughnuts from other bakeries 
and chains. 

“Chicago is a big doughnut city, but we don’t actu- 
ally have a lot of independent doughnut makers,” she

“We thought, if we caht make these 
doughnuts work in Chicago, we need to get 
out of the business,” 

And business is booming, especially 
among those who are tired of the cupcake 
craze. Though Garcia said she will love 
making cupcakes as long as her bakery 
doors are open, she considers the doughnut 
process more “artisan,” 


“With these types of doughnuts, every- 
thing is hand-cut without machines and 
made in small batches to keep them as 
fresh as possible,” she said, “The frying 
process is closer to bread, which is a much 
harder thing to make,” 

But Stella %on, 33, the non-gourmet, low- 
priced variety of doughnuts wdl do, than- 
kyouverymuch. The Andersonville resident 


says she visits more traditional shops such 
as Dunkin Donuts three to four times per 
week, and she is perfecdy content to stick 
with the tried-and-true Boston creme, 
“Ordinary doughnuts are classics, and 
you'll always know what you will get,” she 
said. 

Yet the doughnuts at Nightwood— 
including the bacon and butterscotch vari- 
ety Marks deemed “deliciously smoky”— 
have garnered about 100 fans on their very 
own Facebook page, 

Enoch Simpson, the restaurant's self- 
described “doughnutier,” created his jew- 
els of the kitchen more or less by accident 
in September, He made a batch of choco- 
late doughnuts for the kitchen staff as a 
snack one morning, and their enthusiastic 
response was enough to get the doughnuts 
on the regular brunch menu, 

Simpson now estimates Nightwood sells 
about 100 designer doughnuts from a rotat- 
ing menu each Sunday 

“Doughnuts are nostalgic and comfort- 
ing, and of course bacon is an essential part 
of the brunch food pyramid,” he said, “but 
I still had no idea that it would take off like 
this,”

Lokal snooze

It's tough to go wrong with a brunch 
that comes with an o£fer of bottomless 
booze. Right? Right? 

As it turns out, wrong— at least 
that's the case at Bucktown cafe-lounge 
Lokal, where $7 gets you unlimited 
refills on mimosas or bloody marys 
during brunch. 

The first sign of trouble started 
with the overly complicated menu, 
about 20 items broken down under 
seemingly senseless categories such as 
“hale and hearty" (what do parfaits and 
smoked salmon blini have in common?), 
“delish” (caramelized banana frites) 
and “delicatessen” (biscuits and gravy, 
house green salad). 

The fussiness extended into the food, 
with most dishes introducing a few too 
many extra ingredients or flourishes, A 
grilled polish sausage sandwich ($9) was 
overwhelmed by saffron aioli, bacon 
sauerkraut, pickled slaw and too-thick 
bread— too bad, because the sausages 
were actually quite tasty— and blueber- 






ry-lavender blintzes ($9) were a mess of 
filling and whipped cream over blintzes 
that tasted suspiciously premade. 

On our server's recommendation, we 
tried the watercress omelet ($8, from 
the “eggsceUent” section of the menu) 
with portabella and goat cheese. Our 
take: Skip it. The micro-watercress was 
too delicate to exert any flavor; even 
worse was the grainy goat cheese, 

Lokal, which opened in the fall. 



wants to be known for a modern take 
on Eastern European cuisine, and those 
influences are apparent in offerings 
such as smoked salmon and caviar on 
whole wheat blini ($8), the dish we were 
most excited about. But that too came 
up short because of cold, cardboard- 
like blini, 

Lokal also lost points for sporadic 
service. Some tables waited much lon- 
ger for food than others, even though 


the crowd was light, and our otherwise 
pleasant server became increasingly 
frazzled as the hour wore on. 

But back to those mimosas and 
bloody marys, which almost every table 
had ordered. Surely the bottomless 
booze made up for substandard food 
and irregular service? Maybe if you 
drank enough of them,

A maddening journey into madness 


How did a woman who killed her 
children (Emily Mortimer) escape a 
psychiatric hospital for the criminally 
insane? Where did she go? Detectives 
Teddy (Leonardo DiCaprio) and 
Chuck (Mark Ruffalo) search for 
answers as Teddy confronts painful 
nightmares of his wife’s (Michelle 
Williams) death in a fire. If you were 
expecting this movie to put you in a 
happy mood, you’d be wrong. 

The buzz: Director Martin Scorsese 
and DiCaprio previously teamed on 
a great film (“The Departed”), a good 
one (“Gangs of New York”) and an 
average one (“The Aviator”). “Shutter 
Island,” the filmmaker’s return to 
terror (“Cape Fear”) and the latest 
adaptation of a Dennis Lehane novel 


(“Mystic River,” “Gone Baby 
Gone”), was set for release in 
October, but was pushed back to 
strengthen Paramount’s 2010 
schedule. So they say 
The verdict: Like a little brother who 
wants you to guess his secret, “Shutter 
Island” delivers such blatant clues to 
its surprise that the tension leaks out 
of the movie once you’re even partially 
hip to what’s happening.

SORRY* 

TIGER WOODS APOLOGIZES 
FOR BEHAVIOR, SAYS HE’S 
UNSURE OF RETURN TO GOLF

PONTE VEDRA BEACH, Fla. Tiger Woods apologized Friday for cheating on 
his wife and says he is unsure when he will return to competitive golf 

“I was unfaithful. I had affairs. I cheated. What I did was not accept- 
able,” said Woods, looking composed and speaking in a steady voice. 
His wife, Elin, was not with him. 

As for coming back to the PGA Tour, the planet’s best golfer said: 
“I do plan to return to golf one day I just don’t know when that day will 
be. I don’t rule out it will be this year.” 

Woods talked for more than 13 minutes from the clubhouse at theTPC 
Sawgrass, home of the PGA Tour. About 40 people were in the room, 
including his mother. He hugged her when he finished speaking, and she 
whispered in his ear. 

“I said, ‘Em so proud of you. Never think you stand alone. Mom will 
always be there for you and I love you,’ ” Kultida Woods said. 

Admitting he felt he “deserved to enjoy the temptations” that came 
with his fabulous success. Woods said he is solely responsible for his 
actions. “I am deeply sorry for my irresponsible and selfish behavior,” 
Woods said. 

Woods said he was in treatment for 45 days and will return for more 
therapy adding he has more work to do to resolve his personal problems. 

Woods had not talked in public since his traffic accident Nov 27 trig- 
gered shocking revelations about Woods’ serial infidelity 

Friday’s event was tightly controlled, with only a few journalists allowed 
to watch Woods live. The televised confession became a major television 
event with the networks breaking in to show it. 



Media master 

Across the media landscape, time 
stopped for 13 Yi minutes Friday 
as Tiger Woods cleared his throat 
and tried to clear the air with an 
extraordinary video apology for his 
sexual escapades. 

Dozens of broadcast networks, cable 
news outlets and online streams carried 
his prepared statement live, allowing a 
global audience to see and hear from 
Woods for the first time since his public 
image went into free fall nearly three 
months ago. 

Here are some reactions: 

» ABCs George Stephanopoulos 
called the speech “one of the most 
remarkable public apologies ever by a 
public figure.” 

» Rick Cerrone, former New York 
Yankees public relations director: 
disagreed. “What I saw was arrogance. 

... It was basically an infomercial,” he 
said on CNN. 

» CBS’ David Feherty, who has covered 
Woods on the circuit, said, “I have never 
seen him appear so vulnerable. ... I was 
very impressed with what he said.”

student shot at NIU, suspect in custody

A student was shot in the leg Friday when an 
argument between him and another student 
erupted into gunfire on the campus of Northern 
Illinois University, officials said. 

“Two students were in an altercation that 
resulted in one student allegedly shooting the 
other student in the leg,” NIU President John 
G. Peters said at a news conference. 

“This appears to be an isolated incident. The 
shooter fled on foot and was apprehended by 


the NIU police within a few minutes,” he said. 
“The victim’s injuries are not life threatening.” 

The victim was taken to a local hospital with 
a gunshot wound above the knee. The shoot- 
ing occurred outside Stevenson Residence Hall, 
where the victim lived, Peters said. 

Officials said they were questioning six wit- 
nesses, one who saw the shooting and five oth- 
ers who were in the area. 

Daniela Bedolla, 22, was studying in her dorm 
room in Stevenson at about 4 a.m. when she 


heard a single gunshot. 

“It was really loud. ... I just thought it was 
drunk kids fooling around, or a car backfiring 
or something,” she said. 

But soon word spread that someone had been 
shot outside, and a resident on Bedolla’s floor 
shouted that someone should call 911. 

She said she later received a text alert from 
the school about the shooting. 

Last week marked the second anniversary of 
a mass shooting on campus that claimed the 


lives of five students in a lecture hall where a 
geology class was taking place. 

Nineteen others were injured, and the gun- 
man, 27-year-old Steven Kazmierczak, a gradu- 
ate student at the University of Illinois, killed 
himself before police arrived. 

Peters referred to the rampage two years ago 
as he discussed the university’s response this 
morning. 

“Unfortunately, we have learned how to do 
this from our previous experience,” he said.
